New-York, Foly IS. 
ImPporTANT InTELLIGENCE, received from 

Cape Francois, by Capt. Fanning ,whe arrived 

here on Sunday laf, in 14 days. 

On the 18th Jane, the civil commiffioners, 
Meflis. Santhonax and Polverel, arrived at the 
Cape from Port-au-Prince: they immediately 
fulpended M. Gaibau, the governor and com- 
mander of the troops at that place, and fent him 
on board fhip ; on the 19th a number of mulat- 
toes were encouraged by thefe gentlemen to come 
jnto the town, who, by unfair means, armed al! 
the negroes belonging to the citizens, and encou- 
raged them to aflift in deftroying the whites 5 
which fcene, it is faid, a€tually began on the zoth 
about noon, when numbers were cat to pieces, o- 
thers took refuge in the mountains, where, it is 
fuppofed, they have thared a fimilar fate to their 
brethren ere this: thofe who were more fortenate, 
efcaped on board the fhipping with what litle 
clothes they had on: the wretches then began to 
p'under the town, after which they fet fire 
toit, the conflagration inftantly {pread,and on the 
23d, when Cerpt, Fanning failed in company 
with about 150 fail of veffels, bound to different 
ports in America, under convoy of 2 French 74’s 
and 5 frigates, who were bound as fappoled to 
Botton or Newport, fo that we may foon expe& to 
hear of their arrival. On Saterday lait he fell io 
with the L’Ambofcade, off Barnegat, who de- 
tained him for 3 hours, and then ordered him to 
proceed on. Capt. Panning’s regifter and all his 
papers were burnt at the Cape. 

Cape Francois was a neat well baile city, the 
buildings chiefly of ftone, faid to be as large as 
New-York, The large church has efcaped the 
flames being a!i of tlone, and covered fo as the 
fire cannot make any impreffion, The govern- 
ment houfe has fuffered much from the cannon 
fhot,.the foldiery were-ftil! engaged in fighting in 
town. Jtistuppoled that rhis difaltrous affair pro- 
ceeded entirely trom the difference betweemthe 2 
commiflioners, whu eilumed the power, and the 

overnor, Galbas, who thought his rightfel au- 
trie invaded. He headeb a number of failors 
from the thips, who made the firft attack, and re- 
pulfed the malattoes, bat having at hand a num- 
ber of negroes with arms, repulfed the failors and 
whites. 

It is faid to be the fcheme of the ariflocrats, 
that feeing they cannot prevail by arms, they 
meas to deftroy the trade of Frante to this ifland. 

Capt. Fanning obferves, that be might have 
carried of loads of plunder when he came away, 
as the inhabitants had left their houfes and proper- 
ty to fave their lives. Capt. Fanning parted 
with the fleet the goth June. 


The following account of the melancholy proceedings 
at Cape Francois, was drawn up by Capt. Jones, 
who arrived at Philadelphia. : 
On the 17th of June, as the armed molatioes 

were poing out to Fort Picolet, they were met 

by feveral fuilors, who were in liquor, and one of 
them joftied againft one of the men of colour ; he 
immediately drew his dagger and wounded him ; 
and the reft of the failors immediately ftoned them, 
and they flew. On the 18th a great number of 
men of colour came on the King’s wharf, and 
gave them fome very infolent language, which 
was the caufe of a quarrél; the mulatoes being 
all armed; the failors had to fly ; they feized one 
of the marines belonging to one of the thips of 
war, and made him beg their pardon on his knees. 

After the above, feveral inhabitants who were 

flanding in their doors, were wounded by the mu- 

Jattoes—They went to enter their complaints, and 

received no fatisfaétion, On the 19th a procla- 








mation was iffued ovt by the @Ommiffaries ; on the 
zoth, 2 bovis after the failors landed, the com- 
miflaries opened all the prifons, and Jet the bri- 
gands cat to deflroy the town and inhabitants. 
June 19.—A proclamation from the wo cem- 
mitlaries, Mcflrs. Santhonax and Polvere), was 
read, ercering @)l cfiicers and feamen op boarc 
their refpegiive veflels at 7 c’Clock, rp. m.

On the 2oib 
in.the meroing, the two admirals waited s fecond 
time on the commiflaiies, and were fent away a). 
mof without a heating. ‘Fhey then repaired co 
board the thips of war, and immediately ordered 
ali the fhips: that were in fhore of them, to re- 
move out of the way. Three 74 gon hips then 
drew wp in line, im order to cover the land- 
ing, if any refittlance was made, At halt peti 3, 
Pr. m. they landed their men to the number of 
2000, nnder the command of Gen. Galbav, who 
wes fent as cpt to the ifland of Hifpaniola, 
and diipeficited of his government by the com- 
miffaries (they thinking his commiffion not fwfii- 
ciént, and contrary to the Jaws of France) At, 
Pp. M. the aétion began at the government hovie, 
between the obtentiecies party and the failors — 
Previous to this they feta poard, fituaté in {och a 
manner as to prevent the landing or embarking of 
any perfons, or property, 

Capt. Jones made very particular enquiry for the 
fafety of the Americans, and is happy to inform 
they all efcape except meflrs, Nort and Miller, of 
Charlefton, South Carolina, who were mifiing. “He 
further adds, that it is impoflible to detcribe the 
diftrefs of the unhappy inhabitants of the Cape; 
every buildings of consequence be faw iv flames, 
and all the paflengers by him, flew to preferve 
their lives. 

Mention is made ip the Baltimore evening pot, 
of July 1, of intelligence being received, by way 
of Norfolk, that the Englith had taken the French 
Ifland of St. Lucie ;-and that Gen. Dampierre had 
defeated the Auftrians under Saxe Cobourg and 
Clairfayt, mear Valenciennes ; having killed 4000, 
and took 1700 prifoners.

Santhonax and Polverel, arrived at the 
Cape from Port-au-Prince; they immediately 
fulpended M. Galbau, the governor and com- 
mander of the troops at that place, and fent him 
on board fhip ; on the 19th a number of mulat- 
toes were encouraged by thele gentlemen to come 
jnto the town, who, by unfair means, armed all 
the negroes belonging to the citizens, and encou- 
raged them to aflift in deftroying the whites ; 
which fcene, it is faid, a€tually began on the zoth 
about noon, when numbers were cat to pieces, o- 
thers took refuge in the mountains, where, it is 
fuppofed, they have fhared a fimilar fuie to their 
brethren ere this: thofe who were more fortenate, 
efcaped on board the fhipping with what little 
clothes they had on: the wretches then degan to 
piunder the town, after which they fet fire 
to it, the conflagration inftantly {pread,and on the 
23d, when Capt, Fanning failed in company 
with about 150 (ail of veffels, bound to different 
ports in America, under convoy of 2 French 74’s 
and 5 frigates, who were bowed as fuppoled to 
Botton or Newport, fo that we may foon exped to 
hear of their arrival. On Satorday lait he tell in 
with the L’Ambofeade, off Barnegat, who de- 
tained him for 3 hours, and then ordered him to 
proceed on.
